Andrew, Jr.,-'{whlii'his 
brother, 


who were Quakers, purchased a 
large tract of wild, land , on 
the 


Patapsco River, Maryland, in 1770, 
and Tour years later "founded 
the 


town of Ellkott Mills, now Kllicott 
City, 
where 
Andrew the 
third, 


passed his youth in the- study of 
science and -'practical 'mechanics. 
His -scientific attainments - soon at- 
tracted attention andvhe enjoyed the 
friendship and' confidence of 
such 


men as Washington,: Fran kiln and 
Kittenhouse. 
From: tr period pre- 


ceding the Revolution to-the day of 
Me death he was employed in the 
fulfillment of 
trusts conferred by 


the Fedearl and State Governments. 


At .various times he was employed 


as a civil engineer .and commissioned 
to mark boundaries 
of 
different 


states, Including Virginia, Pennsyl- 
vania and New York. 


Though he belonged to the Society 


of Friends, he commanded a battal- 
ion of Maryland nittUla in the Revo- 
lutionary War. In 1785 he removed 
to Baltimore and

In/1785'he 
waft - commissioned 


by the Supreme Executive Council 
of the -State of Pennsylvania to run 
the northern boundary of Penasyl- 
vania, and in,1788 .he was directed 
to make a survey of the islands In 
the- Allegheny.and Ohio rivers. 


In 1789 Mr. Elliott was commis- 


sioned by the United States Govern- 
ment, to .locate the. western; boun- 
dary of New York State, and ascer- 
tain the validity of this state to the 
site' upon which Erie, Pennsylvania, 
now stands. 
T He located .the: line,-., after much 
hardship- and. trouble. Some twenty 
miles cast otPreaqu^ i«U(. He also,

Arapahoes and Crows camp In num- 
kr» near the sprints. Invoklnt the 
•14 «f tbe Great Spirit In rlddint them 
•f their ailments- They alao beliere 
theae water* will bring them piotec- 
tion against evil. 


Harry Lange, an old Indian fighter, 


recently visited the springs and re- 
called that SO years before be, as a 
•ember ot a scouting party witb a 
cavalry detachment guided by Arapa- 
hoes, had crossed the Bit Horn, at the 
present sit* of Thermopolle. Lange 
Mid they threw themselves Into the 
pool* below the bit sprint and went 
throuth religious rituals. They urged | 
UM soldiers to do likewise, declaring ' 
tbe waters were blessed by the Great 
Spirit aad that bathlag la them would 
ward off evil.
